EIGHT AND EIGHT 


JAPAN'S SLOGAN 


Signifies Eight Battleship; 


and Eight Battle 


Cruisers. 


Also After Eight Years Ser- 


vice Vessels Pass to 


Second Class. 


Tokio—Japan's present 
naval pro 


gram, which say officials, will be com- 
pleted whatever may be arranged with 
foreign powers as to future curtailment 
means more than the creation of the 
so-culled eight and eight units. 
The 
phrase "eight and eight" signifies, ac- 
cording to the official view here, that 
Japan will build until she has eight first 
clasa battleships and eight first class 
battle cruisers, but it also signifies an- 
other "eight," namely, that when one 
of the above sixteen units reaches the 
age of eight years, that unit passes to 
the secon dline, to be replaced' immedi- 
ately by a new ship of the latest design. 
It is pointed out therefore that Japan's 


future navy, as at present outlined, will 
have sixteen first class fighting ships 
of the latest construction as well as 
numerous ships of the second line to 
which the warships now building will 
fall when a period of eight years makes 
substitution necessary. 
Hence, adher- 


ence to the "eight and eight" plan 
means constant building and constant 
big expenditure. It is this continuing 
outlay to which erminister Yukio Ozaki 
takes objection on the ground that the 
budget involved will prove disasterous 
to his country. 


A comparison of the strength of the 


navies of Japan and the United States 
ihows, according to the view held here, 
that in 1921 Japan will have one fewer 
major ships, two more light cruisers, 
220 fewers destroyers and evelen fewer 
submarines than the United States. By 
By the end of 1923, if the programs of 
the respective oounVies are carried 
out, 
the I'nited States will lead Japan 


by sixteen in major warships. 
She 


will have 231 more destroyers and 24 
more submarines, but on the other hand 
the American light cruisers will fall 
behind Japan's to the number of three. 
Ky the end of 1927 Japan will have two 
fewer big ships, three more light cruis- 
ers and 47 fewer1 destroyers. 
Japan 


is, however, devoting herself to sub 
marines uncl it is expected that by 1927 
she will beat the United States in sub- 
marines to the number of 32. 


If the United States does not start 
a new programme after 1923 (either re- 
placing old .ships transfered to the "sec- 
ond line" or augmenting hor fleet) Jap- 
an it is held here, after big 'expendi 
tures and continuous building at her 
maximum capacity, will in 1927 only be 
in practically the same relative position 
as she is today, 1921. 


If, on the other hand, the United 


State?, after 1923 adopts a new building 
programme of only replacing the ships 
going into the "second line," which is 
degarded as not only a reasonable as- 
sumption, but almost a certainty, then, 
it is the contention here, that Japan in 
1927, 
\\ill occupy the same relatively 


weak position that she will .have in 
1923. 


Those favoring Japan's entering an 


international restriction agreement ex- 
press the opinion that Japan's plans 
aro laid without any thought of the 
I Tinted States policy after 1923. 
And 


further, that if Japan seriously favored 
or desired disarmament for herself she 
would take the lead in trying to force 
the world to accept it, immediately, 
rather than sit back and permit the 
United States and Great Britain to take 
the initiative. 
Appearances here indicate that Jap- 


an is doing everything to expedite her 
building programme. 
Admiral Kato. 


the minister of marine, recently told 
the Diet tha tthe following in England 
of the principle of the division of work 
made it possible to build more quickly 
and at the minimum expense. 


Heretofore, it has been the policv of 


the Japanese navy to make each navy 
yard as complete a unit as possible, 
capable of doing all manner of work. 
When the policy of rapid naval exp.in 
sion was adopted it w.as found that 
such yards were not capable of quick 
expansion. 
In the meantime, private 


manufacturing facilities have develop- 
ed ot such an extent tha tthe navy can 
now depend on some of them to supply 
much of its required materials. 
It 
therefore is considered probable here 
that the British policy cited by the 
minister of the navy has been adopted 
by the Japanese navy department. 
The almost simultaneous establish- 


ment of the new naval gun factories at 
Iliro and Sasebo, the na\al arsenal in 
Sunoki, which includes 800 acres of 
land, the Mitsubishi torpedo factory 
near Xagasakim, the airplane factories 
of Nagoya and Sasebo, the development 
of the ordinance section of the Muroran 
Steel Works and numerous other small 
projects are believed to show, in addi- 
.tion to a haste in increasing armaments 
a permanent rearrangement and divis- 
ion of work that will in the future be 
capable of still greater expansion with- 
out confusion or disorganization. 
Japan 
has 
now five 
super-dread- 


naughts less than nine years of age, 
namely, 
the Fuso, Yamashiro, 
Ise, 
Hyuga and Xagato. In 1923, under the 
age limit policy, the Fuso will fall into 
second line, but the new super-dread- 
naughts Mutsu, , Kaga and Tosa will 
be in commission making a total of sev 
e ndreanaughts. 
In 1927, the Yama- 


shiro, Ise and Hyuga will go into the 
second line, but it is expected that four 
others will have been completed, so the 
total will bo eight. 
In powerful battle-cruisers, Japan has 


strength superior to that of the United 
States. The Kongo, Hiyei, Haruna and 
Kirishima are all under nine years of 
age. 
By 1923 all four are scheduled to 


withdraw to the second line defense, but 
the projected battle-cruisers Amagi and 
Akagi are axpected to be placed in com- 
mission by that year. 
By 1927, six 
new battle-cruisers are expected to be 
added, making a total of eight. 
In addition to pushing this continxt- 


ous building program it is understood 
that Japan is turning out submarines 
as fast as possible, realizing that under- 
water craft is best adapted to the de- 
fense of her'Empire which is composed 
of so many islands and believing that, 
finding shelter as they can in the rocky 
inlets, they will offer a serious menace 
to ships advancing to attack in the dan- 
gerous channels that surround the Nip- 
pon coast line. 
Japan realizes that she is weak in 


aviatio nanfl la exerting herself to train 
capable airmen as wel las to build high- 
grade aeroplanes and hydroplanes.

The Automobile Simplified 


By FREDERICK C GUERRUCH. M. I. 
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LECTURE NO. 65. 


The Foril Clutch. 
The Ford Clutch is a IJisc Clutch 
and differs but little from the disc 
clutches used in cars which arc equip- 
ped with .sliding gear transmission. 


You will recall that in the cars equip- 


ped with gliding-gear transmission and 
disc clutch, that the clutch was built 
int othe flywheel of the engine and that 
it was the next unit after it This is 
not the .case in the Ford car, as^in it 
the Magneto and Transmission are plac- 
ed between the engine and the clutch. 
Figure 1 shows the transmission. You 


will remember that the drum (L) is con- 
nected to the rear wheel \>y means of 
the driving plate (M.) 


In the inside of this drum (L) ha* 


rastuned to it a number ol keys as 
shown in Fig. 2, lettered (A), and if an- 
other drum, (X) Figs,. 1 and 2 liavirtg 
tey-waves on its outside, as (B) Fig. 2, 
fastened to the engine driven shaft (H) 
hen all that will bp necessary to make a 
disc clutch \\ill bt to have two sets of 
liscs one fitting Hit othe keys of the 
brake or driven drum (X) and another, 
Uternatmg set, having keys which fit 
nto the key ways on the driving drum 
M), and then have some means to apply 
a pressure on the discs, or to take the 
pressure off at the will of the operator. 
The discs are shown in Fig. 1, £he driv 
ng discs being lettered (Rj and the driv- 
'n discs (S). 


Like all clutches, the discs are press- 


! dtogether by a spring, and the pres- 
:ure is taken off the discs by mean> 
jf a foot pedal. In the Ford car. how- 
ever, a hand lever is also used to take 
he pressure of the spring off the discs 
o tha tlhe clutch can be disengaged by 
n-essing down on the foot pedal or by 
>ulling on the lever 
This lever applies 
he emergency brake. 


Let us see how the spring is used to 
iress the discs together and how the 
>ressure of it is taken off the disc. 


Figure 3 shows what is called the 
lutch push ring. 
This is set against 
he discs, while the pina on it pass 
hrough holes in the driving plat (M). 
f we can devise some means for exert- 
ng a pressure on these pins, then the 
iscs will be pressed together and be- ' 
ause of the friction between their «ur- j 
aces they will hold so firmly that they . 
vill move as though they were one 
H-ce. Thus the drum (L) \\ill be driven i 
rom the drum (N). which in turn (being] 
tached to the shaft (H) is driven from ' 
lie engine. As the drum (L) is attached 
o the drviing plate (M), which is con- 
nected to the rear wheels through the 
propeller shaft, etc , the drive .from the 
engine will be direct, no transmission 
gears being brought into the drive. 
i 


Jn order to have the pre.ssure of the 
spring exerted on the pins of the push 


plate, hinged levers are fastened to the 
driving plate, the middle portion of 
which press against the pins, while the 
free ends are held in a collar. 
This 
collar is pressed forward by a spring. 
Figure 4 shows the spring, the collar 


(J) and the levers. You will note that 


the spring operates Ls a double collai 
one collar acting on the levers* and 
throwing fork being placed In the other 
This throwing fork is operated by th 
foot pedal or by the emergency brak 
lever. 
The fork is shown in the illus 
tration lettered K. 


With sllding-gear transmissions, whe 
the car is stopped at the curb k,wit 
the engine running, the gars are brough 
to neutral, and the clutch is allowec 
to remain in 
the engaged position 


With the Ford transmission, there ar 
no gears to be brought to neutral, th< 
engine and rear wheels always being 
connected when the clutch is engaged 
For this reason, some device in addltioi 
to the foot pedal must be furnishee 
which will hold the clutch out when 
the car is standing still an dthe engin 
running. Thus the lever, which can be 
locked, is required in addition to th 
pedal. 


Both the pedal and lever act on th' 


single throw-out fork. How this is'ac- 
complished is shown in Fig. 5. You wil 
observe that when the foot pedal is 
depressed, that the link (T) will oper 
ate on the arm (D in such a manner 


there are screws on the levers which 
press against the push ring pins. 
By 
screwing these screws in, the clutch 
can be tightened: that is, the pressure 
on the discs can be increased, or, by 
unscrewing, the pressure can be de- 
civ-ased, Here, then, is where the ad- 
justments must be made in case the 
clutch slips or grabs. 


The means used to free, as we also 
say, disengage or throw out, the clutch, 
is practically the same as for all other 
makes of clutches. The collar on which 


as to throw the clutch collar to the 
right, and so take the pressure off the 
discs. 
Also when the lever is pulled 


up, the cam (W) by pressing up on the 
finger (X) will again move the arm (U 
in such a manner as to throw out the 
clutch As the lever is equipped with a 
ratchet, it will be held up by the ratchet 
and so the clutch will be held in the 
disengaged position even when the div- 
er is out of the car.

AVIATOR SHOULD KNOW 


WEATHER CONDITIONS 


Washington, April 16.—The value of 


an aviator of knowledge of air condi- 
tions is pointed 
out 
by 
C. LeRoy 


Meisinger, government meteorologist, in 
a paper analyzing the results of data 
gathered by the weather bureau and 
the air mail service. 


Mr. Meisinger explains that informa- 


tion of upper air conditions has en- 
abled a saving of as high as two hours 
in the time taken for certain air mail 
trips, of 450 miles and he looks upon 
the general lack of knowledge of air- 
currents as the most serious present 
obstacle 
to 
immediate 
commercial 


aviation on a large scale in this coun- 
try. 


Europe's vaunted superiority over the 


I'nited States in commercial aviation 
is discounted by Mr. Aleisinger, who 
says that "every day United States 
mail planes are flying over laps of such 
length 
tha 
tthe famous 
European 


routes seem to diminish in importance." 


To "keep the eagle in the air," how- 


ever, the confidence of the American 
public must b'e maintained, according 
to Mr. Meisinger. He declares that ex- 
pert knowledge of air conditions and 
application of the value which may be 
obtained from thijS knowledge, will re- 
duce accidents, increase the safety of 
flying and create public support of com- 
mercial aviation. 


Through scientific study of the air 


commercial aviation can be given such 
an impetus that America will be su- 
preme in this work, Mr. Aleisinger says 
adding that European 
aviation com- 


panies realize the value of the air fac- 
tor and have created departments of 
aeronautical meteorology. 


On journeys westward the air mail 


service has found out generally an alti- 
tude of one kilometer (about 3.300 feet) 
results in the most speed, the winds 
being most favorable there. 
On tho 


return journeys, however, three kilo- 
meters has been found to be the most 
favorable altitude, the winds varying 
at different heights. 


By flying at the one, kilometer alti- 


ude, planes could travel from New York 
to Omaha at an average of 3 hours and 
40 minutes less than similar planes 
could make at three kilometers, ac- 
cording to the figures cited by Mr. 
"Meisinger, all being on the basis of a 
>lane which has a still air speed of 100 
miles an hour. 


One hour and 58 minutes of this sav- 


ng is made on the Chicago-Omaha leg, 
T>0 miles: 54 minutes on the lap from 
Vew York to Cleveland. 410 miles; and 
X minutes from Cleveland to Chicago, 
320 miles.' In returning from Omaha 
o Xew York, a plane flying at an alti- 
nde of three kilometers would make the 
rip in 1 hour and 41 minutes less on 
he average than one flying at one kilo- 
meter high, according to Mr. Meising- 
•r's figures. 


On the New York to Washington mail 


rip. about 200 miles, it has been found 
hat while a 100 mile an hour plane 
ould fly to Washington 
in 2 hours 


and 48 miles at one kilometer, it would 
ake 3 hours at two or three kilometers, 
'oming back to Xew York, it would 


make little difference what altitude the 
)lane took, the time at one kilometer 
king 1 hour and 36 minutes and one 
lour and 34 minutes at two and three 
milometers. 


On the Chicago to St. Louis trip, an 
Ititude of one kilometer would make 
he trip 28 minutes faster than if flown 
t two kilometers, while coming back 
hree kilometers would be the best alti- 
ude. 
A plane flying one kilometer high 


rom Chicago to the Twin Cities, Min- 
eapolis and St. Paul, would be one 
iour faster than a. plane at three kilo- 
meters and coming back the plane at 
hree 
kilometers 
would save thirty 


minutes in the journey. 


On the Chicago to Indianapolis trip, 


here would be little choice of altitudes 
going to Indianapolis but coming back 
he aviator flving at 
one kilometer
